-SWITZERLAND AND 
THE SOVIET 


Foreign readers must have 
been somewhat puzzled by the 
vehemence of objections recently 
raised by Switzerland to. the 
entry of Soviet Russian into the 
League of Nations. M. Motta, 
in presenting the Swiss objec- 
tiuns, stressed Soviet suppres- 
sion of religious worship and of 
a free Press. But this was not 
the whole story. The truth ap- 
pears to be that the conserva- 
tive elements in Switzerland are 
seared of the possible extension 
of Red inflyence in Europe. It 
has to be borne in mind that the 
character of Switzerland has 
greatly changed from former 
conditions. Commonly regarded 
as a land of dairy farmers and 
exporters of watches, Switzer- 
land, by her development of 
water-power, has become, out- 
side of Britain and Belgium, the 
most heavily industrialised coun- 
try in Europe. To-day. more 
than fifty per cent. of her work- 
ing people are engaged in indus- 
try and only a little. more than 
twenty-five per cent. in agricul- 
ture.’ In metallurgy, engineer- 
ing, machine-making, cotton and 
silk textiles, chemicals and dyes, 
the Swiss have made , vast 
strides. This menns a big in- 
crease in ‘the ‘town 'proletnriat. 
Added to this fact is another, 
namely, that: the world depres- 
sion: has given Switzerland over 
twenty-five per cent. unemploy- 
ment ‘figures. The Socialist 
vote has grown markedly in 
recent years. In the Chamber, 
the Socialists are now second 
party in strength, with 49-mem- 
bers against 52 Liberals, 44 
Catholics, and 33 Agrarians. 
So far, Switzerland has escaped 
serious political trouble. But 
just two years ago, Socialist 
workers, provoked by Fascists, 
demonstrated in front of the 
Town Hall in Geneva, where the 
leaders of the Right were sit- 
ting. They broke down w bar- 
rier of police. The military 
intervened, and thirteen people 
were, killed’ and 60 injured. 
Leon ‘Nicole, Sociqlist leader, 
was arrested and sent to prison 
for n year. Hardly out of his 
cell, Nicole wag overwhelmingly 
elected to head the government 
of Geneva canton. One of the 
greatest cities of Switzerland, 
-home of the League of Nations, 
thus became Red in political 
complexion. 

So has Lausanne, 
Following the Geneva case, the 
Federal Government issued 2 
decree modifying the penal code,

“Men of medicine have given the 


world an amazing varicty of usc-]. 


ful discoveries, have ended the 
torturing troatment'of a multitude 
of ailments, have given ws ether 
and the hypodormic anaesthetic, 
have reduced the death rate in 
every nation in the world, have 
worked miracles in the saving of 
baby lives and fave made mother- 
hood not only’ Icss painful but far 
less dangerous. They have per- 
fected, to a degree, the science of 
plastic: surgery and have made 
great strides in the trentment of 
mental diseases. They have come 
closer to the diacovery of an in- 
fallible weapon for the fight 
against cancor and consumption, 
leprosy and venereal discases, the 
scourges of civilisation. But they 
have not yet found a remedy, or 
a preventive, for the ordinary, 
every-day, common, or garden cold, 
Dr. Alphonse Raymond Dochez, of 
Columbia University, whose re- 
searches in the matter of colds 
have won him an International 
reputation, and whose methods of 
prevention are the’ best In the 


world, according to some authort-' 


ties, Is: not pessimiatic. But the 
best he can say in the matter of 
progress ian: “Ll hive not given up 


hope.”

ENORMOUS LOSSES_ 


The value of the fight which Dr, 
Dochez is waging, and others be- 
aides him, is indicnted by the fact 
that in the United States atone 
the loss to wage-carners through 
wbsence from work caused by cofds 
amounts to £400,000,000 per year. 
The immensity of the world’s loss 
in tlme and wager through this 
common complaint is well-nigh 
incalenlable. Dr. Dochez  sinys 
that colds are caused by a virus 
which fxs so small that it passes 
readily through filters which hold 
back ordinary bacteria. What 
medicine has been unable to do 
is to find an inoculation which 
will successfully combat this virus, 
“If dnly the problem were as 
simple as that encountered In 
treatment and prevention of small- 
pox,” Dr, Dochez says, “we could 
smile. ‘But vaccination against 
cold does not mean permanent re- 
sistance is set up. Many people 
Ket colda every two or three 
months and we cannot help them,” 


SAD_OUTLOOK 


Somebody once said, when draw. 
ing » picture of England 2,000 years 
hence, that it would be a perfect 
pluce, except that “the cold” would 
still be with us. The best way to 
keep clear of colds, authorities 
agree, is to follow these rules: 

Keep your mouth shut; 

Keep clean and fit; 

Keep i away from 

cough; 

Keep good hours, 

These rules. as a matter of fact, 
muat be equally applicable to 
almost any: form of Infection and 
contagion, and are certainly well 
worth remembering at this season 
in Hongkong.

I have been a good deal abroad 
Jately and have’ visited many 
different countries, but rarely did 
I wee any other card game but 
Contract played-or discussed and 
the numerous bidding systems 
which have been evolved during 
the past few years were invariably 
used, . 


Since | came back | have taken 
the trouble to consult many of 
those who are directly and in- 
directly connected with the Con- 
tract game, and 1 have asked them 
frankly whether ft is their experl- 
ence that its popularity fa on the 
wane, I have put the question to 
book-sellers, publishers, and those 
who supply the numerous acces- 
sories {o ‘the card-playing public: 
their replies all go to, prove that 
the exact contrary is the case. 


The largely increasing number 
of entrants for the various tourna. 
ments organised in different parts 
of Britain are corroborative evid- 
ence of this. The renson, I sug- 
gest, in that the modern seientific 
system of Didding and playing has 
proved.to be of such absorbing 
interest nmong Bridge players of 
all nationalities that Contract has 
now carned for itself the title “the 
king of all card games.” 


Contract Bridge has emerged 
from ‘its former purely family 
status to occupy a position. of in- 
ternational importance.’

It is necessary, too, In 
order to unite the country, for a

“Though the Government of Chinn is

Until the Government make# 
oducation compulsory, it will not seem 
to the peoplo justified in spending all 
the moncy that In necessary in erect- 


{ing good schools or paying such 


salaries to teachers nx.will attract 
the best bralns of the country to tho 
teaching profession.

The fact that compulsory education 
‘would ontafl grent expense {a not o 
final argument. Other 


need ft, for thero are rich men’s 
rona ns well ns tho sons of the poor 
who are unabla to rend and write. 
Whero = great povorty exists and 
children must work, there could be 
night schools, for no ono should be 
exempted from receiving at lent the 
cascntialn of cducation. Compulsory 
education is necessary for the sake of 
Uhe children themselves, of society 
and of the country. Our attituds 
should not be: It Is diMcult, there- 
fore Impossiblo—but rather, it is 
UMeult, therefora we must all unite 
Bo achieve it, 

The spenkers for the opposition 
laid emmphasis'on the foct that it war 
not the value of education which was 
under discussion, but compulsion, 
No country uacs compulsion to en- 
force its Inws unless compulsion — in 
necessary and likely to be eMencious, 
Compulsion is not necessary in Chinn, 
Appreeintion of education is tradition- 
al in It. All over the country one 
finds new schools being opened, and 
everywhere they are crowded with 
pupits. When there is some evidence 
of neglect on the part of parents it 
will be time to think of making 
education compulsory.

No Magic. 


If education were made compulsory 
at-once, the Government could not do 
anything more than it is doing at 
present. It ir devoting o greater 
proportion of its .expenditure. to 
education than most other countries; 
it gives generous granta, it in build- 
ing schoola, training teachers and 
encouraging education in every way. 
In viow of this energetic action on 
the part of the Government, it is 
unfair to suggest that it should do 
more. There in: no magical quality 
attached to compulsion. It docs not 
destroy {literacy at one blow. In 
Western countries in which education 
has boen compulsory for many years 
there fa still” a considerable  per- 
centage of persons who, cannot rend 
or write, .

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SWITZERLAND AND 
THE SOVIET 


Foreign readers must have 
been somewhat puzzled by the 
vehemence of objections recently 
raised by Switzerland to the 


‘lentry of Soviet Russia into the 


League of Nations. M. Motta, 
in presenting the Swiss objec- 
tions, stressed Soviet suppres- 
sion of religious worship and of 
a free Press. But this was not 
the whole story. The truth ap- 
pears to be that the conserva- 
tive elements in Switzerland are 
scared of the possible extension 
of Red influence in Europe. It 
has to be borne in mind that the 
character of Switzerland has 


greatly changed from former. 


conditions. Commonly regarded 
as a land of dairy farmerg and 
exporters of _watches,_Switzer- 
land, by her development of 
water-power, has become,’ out- 
side of Britain and Belgium, the 
most heavily industrialised coun- 
try in Europe. Today, ‘more 


than fifty per cent. of her work-., 


ing people are engaged in indus- 
try and only a little more than 
twenty-five per cent. in agricul- 
ture. In métallurgy, engineer- 
ing, machine-making, cotton and 
silk textiles, chemicals-and dyes, 
the Swiss have made vast 
strides. This means ‘a big in- 
crease in the town proletariat. 
Added to this fact is another, 
namely, that the world depres- 
sion has given Switzerland over 
twenty-five per cent. unemploy- 
ment. figures. The Socialist 
vote has grown .markedly in 
recent years. In the Chamber, 
the Socialists are now: second 
party in strength, with 49 mem- 
bers ‘against 52 Liberals, 44 
Catholics, and 33. Agrarians. 
So far, Switzerland has escuped 
serious political ‘trouble. But 
just two years ago, Socialist 
Workers, provoked by Fascists, 
‘demonstrated in front. of the 
Town Hall in Geneva, where the 
leaders of the Right were sil- 
ting. They broke down a bar- 
rier of police, The military 
intervened, and thirteen people 
were killed and 60 injured. 
Leon Nicole, Socialist leader, 
was arrested and sent to prison 
for a year. Hurdly out of his 
cell, Nicole wag overwhelmingly 


|| elected to head the government 


of Genova canton, One of the 
greatest cities of: Switzerland,, 
home of the Leagie of Nations, 
thus became Red in . political 
complexion.. Zurich has a So- 
cialist Mayor. ' So has Lausanne.

ENORMOUS _LOSSES 


The value of the fight which Dr. 
Dochez is waging, and others be- 
sides him, is indicated by the fact 
that in'‘the United States alone 
the loss to wafe-earners through 
absence from work caused by,colds 
amounts to £400,000,000 per year. 
The immensity of the world’s loss 
in tlme and wages through this 
common complaint is well-nigh 
incalculable. Dr. Dochez says 
that colds are caused by o virus 


.| which is so small that it passes 


readily through filters which hold 
back ordinary bacteria. What 
medicine has been unable to ae 
is to find an Inoculation whic 
will successfully combat.this virus. 
“If only the problem were a8 
simple as that encountered in 
treatment and prevention of small- 
pox,” Dr. Dochez says, ‘we could 
smile. But vaccination against 
cold does not mean permanent re- 
sistance -Is set up. Many people 
get colds every two or three 
months and we cannot help them.” 


SAD OUTLOOK 


Somebedy once said, when draw- 
ing a picture of England 2,000 years 
hence, that it would be a perfect 
place, except that “the cold” would 
still be with us. The best way to 
keep clear of colds,’ authoritics 
agree, ia to follow these rules: 

Keep your mouth shut; , 

Keep clean and fit;, : 

Keep: away -from those 

cough; : 

Keep good hours. 

These rules, as a matter of fact, 
must be equally applicable to 
“ailméat any form of infection” and 
contagion, and are certainly well 
worth remembering at this ‘season 
in Hongkong. > .

the popularity of Contract has 
been immeasurably increased and 
an inexperienced player has now 
sufficient__confidence_and_ know 
ledge to oppose the oxperienced 
player, nnd the younger gencration 
of Contract Bridge players is oust- 
ing the older hands. 

The plain facts of the case aro 
these: There will always be cer- 
tain players who find themselves 
unable to keep up with the modern 
intricactes of any game.

COMPULSORY? 


“One of China’s greatest necds is 
tho spread of education, and evory- 
thing possible should be done to 
promote it. Is compulsion the best 
way: 

‘Thin was the subject of tho last 
debate in Wah Yan College. 

In support of tho motion it was 
ointed out that tho full object of a 

public, government by the peoplo, 
cannot bo achieved unless tho poople 
aro cducated. It in necessary for tho 
well-being of. tho country that it 
should bo developed as quickly ns 
possible, and the only way of doing 
It in by oducation. Any ono who acor 
the grent numbers going to echool in 
the cities and towns may think that 
there Is no need to have a law com- 
pelting all children te go ‘to school; 


ut it Is necessary In order to mnke} and he produced ‘ft. 
people renliao the absolute necessity |‘plainant 


of education, It is necessnry, too, in 
order to unite the country, for all 
that is taught in the schools {a not 
mere book knowledge: patriotiam is 
tnught there os well, and the youth 
of China without any exception need 
to bo tnught to be patriots, *: 
Though tho Government of China ix 
doing n great denl to encourage 
education, it cannot do all that is 
necoasary, or make people reniise its 


importance, until it makes’ it com- 


pulsory. Then it ean really give evory 
one nn opportunity to succeed in Ilfe, 
and ft can secure that there will. bo 
no waste of Intellactn that might do 
a great deal to help the country if 
they were given a chance of devolop- 
ment, Until. the Government makes 
education compulsory, it will not seem 
to the people justified in apending all 
the money that ia necessary in eract- 
Ing good achools or paying such 
anlnricn to teachers as will attract 
the beat braina of the country to (he 
tenching profession. 


Expenyc- Argument. 


The fact that compulsory education 
would entail great expense fs not a 
final argument. Other  expensoa: 
should be curtailed, if necessary, in! 
order to provide the: necessary fanda; 
for education, Rich and poor equally: 
need It, for there aro rich men's! 
fsona nsx well nas tho aons of tho poor 
who are unable to rend and write. 
Where = grent povorty existe: and 
children must work, there could be 
night schools, for no one should be 
exenmted from recelving at least the 
essentinix of education. Compulsory 
education In necessary for the snke of 
the children themselves. of society 
and of the country. Onr attitude 
Rhould not bo: It tn dificult, there- 
fore impossible—dut rather, it Is 
diMcult, therefore we must all unite 

» achieve it, 

The apenkers for the opposition 
Jnid emphasis on the fact that dt was 
hot the value of education which was 
under discussion, but” ¢ompnlsion. 
No country uses compulsion ta en- 
force itn lawn unless compulaton — is 
necessary and Ukely to be efMeacious. 
Compulsion tx not necessary in China, 
Appreciation of education ix tradition. 
al in it, AN over the country one 
finds new achool« being opened, 
everywhere they are crowded with 
pupils. When there is some evidence 
of neglect on the part of parents it 
will be ‘time to think of making 
education compulsory, There ia not 
the slightest need for it) nowy. It 
would probably do more harm than 
ond, ie : : 


No Magic. 


If education were made compulsory 
at once, the Government could not do 
anything’more than it is doing nat 
prerent. It fa devoting a greater 
Proportion of its expenditure to 
cducntion than most other countries; 
it gives generous grants, it is build- 
ing achools, training tetchers nnd 
encournging ‘education in every why. 
In view of this energetic action on 
the part of the Government, it is 
unfair to suggest that it should do 
more, There {s' no magleal quality 
attached to compulsion. It docs not 
destroy MMliteracy at one blow. In
